Tlie plan Is baaed on Im mediate r e ­ 
tur n of the s t r i k e r s to work ami the 
re-opening of th e wage scale a gr e e ­ 
ment before the labor board. 
Previous peace moves were blocked 
by the refusal of th e sh op men to r e ­ 
tur n to work pending negotiations. 
T h e new plan nlso embodies r e s t or a ­ 
tion of the seniority rights, elimination 
of c ontr a c t work by the railroads, and 
the cre a tion of an a d jus tm e nt board. 
L abor board m e m b e r s yest erd ay d e ­ 
c la red th ey planned no f ur t h e r peace 
moves. 
A few h ours la ter they were 
in confe re nc e with union leade rs and 
rail executives. 
Gre at significance is 
a ttac he d to the re-opening of the ne ­ 
gotiations.

W a shington, J ul y 18.- T h e country 
is drifting into a state of ir re s pons i­ 
bility and the situation resulting from 
the rail and coal strik e s is causing 
the gravest c onc e rn in every qua rt e r, 
S am uel G om pers, president 
of 
the

F e d e ra tion 
of 
Labor, d e ­ 
clared today. 
G om pers today re queste d a confe r­ 
ence with S e na tor Itorah, c h a ir m a n of 
the se nate lalior committee, to d is­ 
cuss the strik e situation. 
Borah will 
see G om pers late today at the capitol. 
G om pers issued an e m ph atic w a r n­ 
ing against th e use of troops in the 
coal strike, d e c la ring th a t this w as no 
time for the “ ra ttling of sa b e r s or of 
the mailed fists." 
The federal labor lead ers predicted 
failure for P re s id e nt H a r d i ng’s plan 
to r e s um e opera tions at the mines. 
T he striking m ine rs, he said, will not 
lie called by such a plan, and non­ 
union m iners or strik e bre ak e r« c a n­ 
not he obtained In suffic ient num b e r s 
to mine any c onsid e ra b le num b e r of 
mines. 
G om pers s h a r ply a tta ck ed the a d ­ 
minis tration, c h a r gi ng th e re 
was 
a 
close bond of s ym pa th y revealed In the 
s t a te m e nts of gove rnm ent officials and 
employers. 
S tr ik ing at th e pre s id e nt’s st ate m ent 
hat the m ining of coal w a s the great 
ieed of the c ountry, G om pers asserted 
that the nation could not put anyth ing 
ahead of Justice.

ing of unjust and unreasonable de­ 
cisions, 
creating 
dissatisfaction 
among the employ ees by the delay in 
adjusting disputes, the vast m a jor­ 
ity of which oug ht to have be e n a d­ 
justed 
in 
the Sy stem Conferences. 
Few, If any , could have been a dj us t­ 
ed, however, because of the int< rfer- 
ence bv the Association of Railway 
Executives. 
You know, and 
we know, that 
there is not a practical railroad offle- 
lal who would dare decline to comply 
with the prog ram announced by the 
Association of Railway Executives. 
There have been two uncalled for, 
unjustifiable and vicious campaig ns 
of deflation of wag es of railway em ­ 
ploy ees (shop crafts) one in 19 21 
and one in 19 22 
AU will recall that 
the C hairm an of the co nference com 
mlttee of the Railway Association of 
Executives In the early part of 19 21 
appeared before the Labor Board and 
there Issued an ultim atum 
stating 
that unless the working conditions 
then in existence, in accordance with 
the provisions of the 
Transpo rtatio n 
Act, were, by the Labor Board, Im­ 
mediately annulled and the wag es of 
railroad employ es promptly and m a­ 
terially redured; that unless these 
thing s were done forthw ith, the ra il­ 
roads would flood the Labor Board 
with dem ands for wag e reductions. 
The Association of Railway Exec­ 
utives knew th a t the law would not 
permit the Labor Board to g rant the 
dem ands made. 
It was simply a part 
of the g« neral campaig n of propa­ 
g anda Intending to coerce the ra il­ 
way employ ees and Influence th e un­ 
th inking and uninform ed Amretcan 
Public. 
It will he recalled that In 19 20 
ami 19 21 railroad manag em ent con­ 
tracted out hundreds 
of locomotives 
and th ousands of cars to railroad 
construction and repair companies in 
which the railroads themselves are 
financially 
interested, 
during 
the 
time when th eir own railroad shops 
were closed down entirely , or their 
forces were larg ely reduced. 
This 
policy of th e railway s resulted in 
g reat costs of operation, the expendi­ 
ture of militons of dollars unneces­ 
sarily , and was not intended to save 
money , hut was intended only to co­ 
erce, intim idate and starve railroad 
employ ees into submission of unjust 
ami unreasonable treatm ent. 
D ur­ 
ing these two y ears and one half, 
the railroad employ ees have luvin pa ­ 
tient. have exhausted every avnil- 
able means to avoid becoming in­ 
volved in a strike. 
They have pre­ 
sented tons of data, costing th ous­ 
ands of dolldr*. to the Labor Board. 
They have spent day s and day s In 
hearing s before the proper com m it­ 
tees of cong ress, discussing the in­ 
justices th a t were being heaped upon 
them. 
They have participated in in­ 
vestig ations conducted by the Inte r­ 
state Commerce Commission, hoping 
there to secure relief. 
They have a p­ 
pealed to every known a uth ority em­ 
powered to deal with the questions, 
and each and every appeal has ap­ 
parently fallen upon deaf ears. 
The railroad nmng aeinents, thru 
the Association of R ailw ay Execu­ 
tives, are determined, w ithout 
re­ 
g ard to the public interest, to force 
their national cam paig n of oppre- 
sion upon the 
railw ay 
employ ees 
th ru, and by a t ta c king the local units 
of the employ ees and refusing 
o 
meet the g eneral org anizations of em ­ 
ploy ees where the railroads know 
there would be some assurance of 
equality at the conference table. The 
local units of th e employ ees org a ni­ 
zations have become convinced th a t 
railroad manag em ents, acting under 
the direction of the Association 
f 
Railway Executives, are seeking to 
crush them, broug h t th e entire ques­ 
tion into the Convention of the Rail­ 
way Employ ees 
Department, 
April 
19 22. 
The convention adopted th ree 
resolutions dealing w ith the s i t ua ­ 
tion. 
Each of these resolutions pro­ 
vided for a strike or referendum vote 
of the membership. 
Each of these 
resolutions provided if and when sus­ 
pension of work was sanctioned, that 
it should be for all shop craft em ­ 
ploy ees in th e United States. 
Each 
of these resolutions made it clear 
t h a t all hope of securing Justice by 
sy stem neg otiations must be a ba n­ 
doned. 
These strike or referendum 
votes have been ta ken and the g en­ 
eral conference committee 
of 
the 
shop craft employ ees directed th a t 
a suspension of work be sanctioned 
for all railroad shop craft employ ees 
in the United States. 
These employ -

have responded practically one 
hundred per cent, and the strike has 
now been in effect twelve day s.

i pîoy ees earnestly desire a settlement ; 
of this strike and that they will g o 
any w here to meet any body that Is 
authorized to propose a settlem ent— * 
that the settlement must be for all 
j 
roads have not y et come 
forward 
employ ees now on strike. 
N ot w i t h s t a ndi ng this, the rail- { 
with a proposal to settle the strik »,

but are clearly doing every thing that 
they can conceive of. with their y ears j 
of experience, not only to force a 
continuation, but a spreading of th e j 
strike, to the end that it shall include i 
all railroad employ ees.

crafts not eng ag e In the strike shall 
under penalty of discharg e 
perfo rm 
the service of the men now on strike, 
which work was not 
prio r to the 
strike performed by any except t h os e 
now on strike.

For th e above reasons and 
others which are well known toAy our 
committee, and 
which are not herein 
stated, because of limitation of space 
permission to enter Into sy stem ne ­ 
g otiations cannot be g iven at this 
time.

I meet the railroad officials with whom 
y ou have been In conference and nd- 


I vise them fully of the entire situa­ 
tion. urg ing their continuance of co­ 
operation tow ards a promised set­ 
tlement of this situation, sug g esting 
to them th a t the ultim a tum which 
they have stated will he Issued to 
their men, will he withheld and that 
they In conference with the other

However combinations of capital ant 
labor bring unfortunate results in their train.

has been thoroughly analyzed, the outsider fails to see why the 
men of the northwest who have no fight with tin' railroads cannot 
return to work at once. 
Why should they be striking when their 
employers concede their demands? 
Their attitude seems to do 
an injustice to the railroads which yield the points disputed. 
But analysis shows that the eastern railroads refuse lo treat 
their employes with the consideration of their interests which 
is given by the western railroads, and the workers of the western 
railroads refuse to return to work with privileges granted lo them 
by their employers but denied their brothers of the shop crafts of 
Hie eastern territory. And railroads, employes and the public suf­ 
fer the penalties oi organization. 
Is the remedy in more organi­ 
zation or in less? ri his is the question which is engaging the minds 
of the American people.
